What Press Thinks of Hoover.

“When the journey of the Presi- 
dent Elect of the United States was an- 
hounced we thought that the Latin na- 
tions of the new world would receive 
him with cordial] deference, but with- 
out enthusiasm. There still existed in 
the minds of the multitude the reac- 
tion provoked by Central American in- 
terventions, but announcement of a 
change of policy by the great democ- 
racy of the north sufficed for our jus- 
tified susceptibilities to undergo a 
change. 

“Thus the journey of Mr. Hoover, a 
plain and understanding man, has 
been transformed from a simple visit 
of courtesy into a bond of unity be- 
tween the United States and ourselves, 
and is an example of what our future 
relations should be. For no true 
Latin-Americans bear rancorous 
thoughts against their brothers, nor do 
they hold us in less esteem. It hap- 
pens that unfamiliarity with our fra- 
ternal feeling toward all nations on 
the continent and love for the weak 
gradually isolated us from the states 
of the union when events made us 
fear for the sovereignty of all. 

Strengthens Reborn Friendship. 

“It is our fervent desire to arrive at’ 
a full understanding and enduring 
spiritual unity, for it would never 
Occur to us to judge the United States 
as independent of the great American 
family in whose unity we find an ‘in- 
finite source of satisfaction. Mr. 
Hoover will strengthen the reborn 
friendship. His great quality is sin- 
cerity and we feel that his yisit is 
one of the most happy events in ae 
ternational life.” -

With another teachers’ pay roll fall- 
mg due Thursday, H. Wallace Cald- 
well, president of the school board, 
vesterday to city officials to 
issue and buy another $2,500,000 worth 
of school tax warrants which the, 
banks refuse.

Mr. Schmidt made his calculations 
of three weeks ago on the basis of 
County Treasurer George F. Harding’s 
estimate of a 16 per cent loss and 
cost in the collection of taxes, as com- 
pared to an average of 10 per cent in 
past years, the increase being due to 
the large number of taxpayers’ suits 
in court. Since then school officials 
have sought to persuade Mr. Harding 
to lower the.16 per cent estimate and 
thus cause Mr. Schmidt to issue more 
certificates. President Caldwell yes 
terday produced copies of a letter writ- 
ten by Mr. Harding to Mr. Schmidt, 
which he interpreted as an indication 
the county treasurer had acceded. The 
letter follows: 

“Our records show that there is in 
the neighborhood of $3,300,000 of the 
schools’ money tied up through suits 
in our county court before Judge Ja- 
recki.

With disconnected bomb racks and 
machine gun parts removed, United 
States marine planes are acting as 
good will emisaries §nd 
friendly relations by flying to Costa 
Rica with mail during the crisis caused 
by the washout of railroads and inter- 
|ruption of communication. 

A marine plane in San José during 
the floods last November flew over 
the devastaged areas, carrying a repre- 
sentative of the Costa Rican presi- 
dent as a courtesy to the country 
and at the request of the American 
minister. The passenger was thus 
enabled to estimate the damage, and

Dr. A. BH. Bstabrook has sothe obser- 
vations which tend to show that birth- 
marks of this character in human beings 
can be inherited as to the mark it- 
self, its color and shape and its loca~- 
tion. He observed such birthmarks in 
one family through five generations. It 
is more accurate to say that he observed 
it in some generationd and got a history 
of the same marking as to location, 
shape and color in meribers of the 
other. generations, | 

The begins with a woman who, 
according to family tradition, had a 
birthmark in some “unknown locality. 


it to have lived in the family history, 
but there is no tradition as to where 
ehe inherited it from.. The husband did 
not have such a mark. One son was 
born with a light brown birthmark on 
his right arm just above the elbow. 


There is no record that this son’s wifp 
had‘a birthmark. ‘Three of the twelve 


children in his family did have such 
marks. In spite of marriages with mates 
that had no ‘such markings three chil- 
dren in the fourth generation were 
marked. At the time of the report the 
family. was just beginning to develop 
in the fifth generation. One boy, a baby 
six months old, has a patch near his 
knee. There were nine members of the 
family so marked in the five genera- 
tions during parts of which some of 
the family have been under observa- 
tion. 

Not all, nor even half, of the family 
were affected. @ spots were not al- 
ways in the same place. Four of the 
eight in which the location was known 
bad the spots on the abdomen in the 
mavel region. In the other four, the 
spots were elsewhere on the body, There 
was variation in shade and color of the 
spots. But these several variations were 
not great enough to disturb the thought 
that the quality was inherited in detail. 
Stock breeders know that inheritance 
never runs one hundred per cent true to 
form.

by the White Paving company in 1918.

Investigation of this paving showed 
that.in many places where the sur- 
face asphalt has scaled off the base 
material underneath can be scooped 


loose gravel. Slabs what suppos- 
-edly is asphaltic concrete have washed 
out, leaving gaps several yards wide. 
In other places the surface has sunk 
or bulged up and the whole pavement 
disintegrated, leaving the roadway al- 
most impassable. These conditions 
are most pronounced on Virginia, Ard- 
more, and Francisco avenues. 

Part of the neighborhood in which 


few scattering houses and the traffic 
is light. There is virtually no heavy 
truck and bus traffic. 

Asked for a comment on the crum- 
bling pavements, Mr. Faherty asserted 
that the lack of traffic probably caused 
the defects, 

“ Asphalt must have heavy, pound- 
ing traffic to keep it in shape,” he ex- 
plained. “ When traffic is light the 
pavement becomes brittle and breaks 
up.

Track Count 
Gives Michigan 
Annual Census 


BY BO3 BECKER. 

The arrival of snow during the hoi:- 
day season always contributes to the 
atmosphere of Christmas, but a light 


fresh snowfall has a special signifi- 
cance for the wardens of game 
refugees in the state of Michigan. 
Such a snowfall enables the wardens 
to make one of the most interesting 
studies we have heard of in connec 
tion with the maintenance of the wild 
life population in any state. 

It is known.as the “track count,” 
and as far as we know Michigan is 
the only state which has inaugurated 
such a novel procedure. 

George R: Hogarth, director of the 
Michigan department of conservation, 
has been telling us about this track 
count, which is Michigan's way of 
checking the coming and going of the 
“ wild guests.”” With a broad, cleared, 
fire line around each timbered refuge, 
a checkup on the animals in the 
refuge is possible. In telling of the 
track éount, Mr. Hogarth said: 

“Our track count is made period- 
ically when conditions are right. 
Often we get four to eight of these 
counts a year—after cultivation of 
the plowed fire protection area, heavy 
rains, light snows, etc., have wiped 
out old tracks. Refuge keepers trave, 
their boundaries and for each mile 
record how many of the major 
species—deer, bear, raccoon, fox, etc. 
—have moved across the line. 

In the early fall separate tallies are 
made of adult deer and fawn tracks. 
From these track tallies, accumulal- 
ing year after year, we expect to be 
able to read clearly the facts as to in- 
crease or decrease of large mammals 
to determine what wild life the refuge 
is supporting and how or why the

COMING BACK 


Deposits Swell with 
Salvaged Funds. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service. 

Neéw York, Dec. 17.—The movement 
of savings into the stock market dur- 
ing the recent prolonged period of ris- 
ing prices was reflected in an an- 
nouncement made today by the Sav- 
ings Banks’ association of New York 
state that deposits in 42 reporting 
savings banks in the state had de- 
creased $1,689,175 in November, as 
against an increase of $11,353,356 in 
November last year. 

An Official of the association, how- 
ever, stated that since the end of 
November a renewed movement of 
money into savings banks had been 
noted and that judging by present | 
indications a gain would be shown 
for December. Since the recent wide 
break in the stock market there has 
been apparently a tendency to resume 
systematic savings and in many cases 
small traders who were able to sal- 
vage anything out of their brokerage 
accounts after the break returned the 
funds to their savings banks. 


Cause of Withdrawals. 


Indorsements on the ehecks drawn 
on savings accounts in November 
showed, according to savings bank 
officials, that: the withdrawals were 
due to these three main causes: 

1. The purchase of stocks. 

2. The purchase of real estate mort- 
gage bonds. 

8. The purchase of homes. | 

This indicated not only that large/ 

amounts of money were being with- 
drawn direct from savings banks for 
speculation in the stock market, but 
that considerable amounts were being 
raised for this purpose by the mort- 
gaging of real estate. It was said by 
officials of the association, however, 
that a of the real estate on which 
these! loans were being obtained was 
of the business type and that the 
purchase of homes was apparently 
going on in undiminished volume... 
- The past periods of rising prices} 
in the stock market have been accom- 
panied usually by shrinking savings 
bank deposits, but several special in- 
fluences were at work in the last 
month, principally the withdrawal of 
Christmas funds, earlier than usual. 
At least ten. large savings banks 
closed out their Christmas clubs ac- 
counts in November instead of De- 
cember this year.. Since some of these 
club accounts aggregate as much as 
$500,000 this contributed materially to 
the decreasing deposit record.

Gift from U. S. 


for Heidelberg 


Yankee Envoy Talks at. 
Old University. . 


HEIDELBERG, Germany, Dec. 17.— 
()—With the fund of $509,000 pre-. 
sented today by Ambassador Schur-: 
man in behalf of the American donors, , 
the work of constructing a new uni- 
versity building to be named “ Amer- 
ica Hall,”’ will be started in February. 

Chief Burgomaster Walms tonight 
received a telegram from Foreign 


Minister Gustav Stresemann at Lu- 
gano expressing the hope “that the 
ties uniting Heidelberg’s alma mater 
with the great American nation may 
prove the symbol for friendly and 
sincere relations between the two 
peoples.” 

Dr. Leers, minister of public in- 
struction of Baden, presented Ambas- 
sador Schurman with a reproduction 
of the famous manuscripts of the 
“ Manessischen Lieder,” one of the 
most valuable treasures of the uni- 
versity library. The ambassador visit- 
ed the grave of the late President 
Ebert and also the house where that 
president, Germany's first, was bern. 


The city was decorated with Amer: 


university authorities attended as well 
as President Loebe of the reichstag 
and Prof. Gruber of Danzig, whose 
designs for the proposed new hall won. 
first prize in the competition. 

Mr. Schurman especially paid trib- 
ute to Walter P. Chrysler; Henry 
Schieweind Jr. and Paul Warburg for 
their advice and suggestions. He said 
it was found after the first announce 
ment had been made that a half a 
million dollars would be needed and 
the extra $100,000 was quickly sub-' 
scribed by three American citizens 
born in the Rhineland, who insisted 
on remaining anonymous.

Double Chicken Stock. 

In preparing “long chicken” we 
can make it a good deal longer if we 
will take into consideration the fact 
that even three hours of cooking will 
not draw out all the virtue from chick- 
en bones—nor turkey bones, nor any 
of the meat bones we use in making 
stews and soups.

“M erry Christmas” 
Greeting Will Test 
These Actors’ Talents 


New York, Dec. 17.—(?)—Thousands 
of actors and actresses—-the exact 
number is in dispute-—tramped the 
streets of New York through cold 
rain today, drearily hunting for jobs. 
In what is generally described as 
the worst year the theater business in 
New York ever has experienced, 61 
productions of the 104 that opened 
were forced to,the wall between Aug. 
1 and Dec. 15. 

Nine shows, the majority of which 
had been running hardly long enough 
for the odor of fresh paint to have 
evaporated from their scenery, closed 
in New York Saturday night, and 
today more than 100 players who 
had parts in them joined the hopeless 
march from one theatrical agency to 
another. 

In addition, five producers this week 
are taking advantage of the clause in 
the Actors’ Equity contracts that per- 
mits*° them to close their shows be- 
cause of bad business the week be- 
fore Christmas without paying their 
actors. This is the first time a situa- 
tion like this has arisen on Broad- 
way, old timers say. 

John Golden, who produced “ Light- 
ning,” said he did not believe that 
more than 3,000 of the more than 
10,000 members of Actors’ Equity were 
working. 

“T have no exact information on 
which to base that statement,” he 
said, “but this I do know—that if 
word got out that I, or any other 
producer, had a play to cast with 20 
parts, there would be 1,000 players on 
band fighting for those 20 parts. The 
situation is awful.”
